The  tin*  of  these  results  is  that 
dry  and  wet  periods  succeed  one  another 
in  alternate  wattes  of  nearly  equal  length. 
Not  that  this  ^quality  of  duration  is 
quite  absolute,  pr  that  the  wave  of  one 
period  iB  exactly  the  facsimile  of  that  of 
a  corresponding  perif>d  at  an  earlier  op  a 
later  time,  hutjherc  is  enough  of  regu¬ 
larity  and  unifcgmity  about  the  waves 
to  make  the  family  likeness  clearly  dis¬ 
cernible  to  any  eye  that  looks  for  it. 
These  periods  Extend  over  three  whole' 
years  for  each,  find  the  following  simple 
rules  will  enable  any  one  to  work  out 
the  several  cycles  of  yean  for  himself; 

1.  "When  the  dumber  representing  any 

{iven  year  is  eden  and  exactly  divisible 
y  three,  that  ykar  is  the  middle  one  of 
three  cold  and  wet  summers. 

3.  When  toe  number  representing  the 
year  is  odd  aua  divisible  by  three,  then 
that  year  is  thehiiddlo  oi  a  triad  of  dry 
and  hot  summers. 

For  example,  ,1880  is  even  and  divisi¬ 
ble  hf  three,  anil  the  prevailing  charac¬ 
teristic  of  the  three  years  1859.  1880, 
1861  warfwet.ori  wet  and  oold ;  and  again 
1863  is  odd  and  divisible  by  three,  and 
everybody  reuse  rubers  1883,  1883  and 
186-4  ns  bright,  hot  and  dry  summers. 

Taking  now  h|  range  of  twenty-seven 
years,  over  which  my  own  personal  ob¬ 
servations  extend,  and  applying  the  rules 
just  given,  the  wet  and  cold  triads  were 
IH53  35,  1 859-6 1.
